Claims 15-18 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-8, 10-14, and 19-21 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a chemically strengthened glass substrate wherein 
the glass is strengthened only on the inner and outer edge surfaces and not on the surface on 
which the recording layer is formed. This chemically strengthened glass has the composition as 
recited in the claims specifically the sum of the S1O2, AI2O3, and B2O3 and the ratio of the 
AI2O3/B2O3 limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
